The convention was called to oroer at 
240 p. m. by State <Jliairm»j Creasy. 
A. B. Osborne, of Eiie, win elected tem- 
icrary chairman. RobSfiE. Wright, of 
Allentown, waselecitid permanent chair- 
man by acclamation. 


On the vole call for nomination of can- 
idates for Governor, Col. Frank J. 


Fuzsimmons, of Lackawanna, presented 
lie name ol Robert E. Pattison, of Paila- 
,elphia; David F. Fortney nominated 
3ol. Jcihn A. Woodward, Centre county, 
.ndCharles A. Fagan, of Pittsburg, 
named George W. Guthrie of Pittburg. 
Sic-Congressman James Kerr's name 
»sis presented by ex. Judge Gordon. 


Mr. Pattison was nominated on the 


irst ballot. The vote was : Pattisorj, 
,23} 
j Kerr, S2i ; Guthrie, 32 ; Wood- 


ward, 4. 


The nomination was madetmanlinons. 
Oa motion of friends of the defeated 
andidates, Mr. Pattison was escorted 
o the convention ball by a committee, 


f which ex-Lieut.- Gov. John Latta, of 
rVestmorelaud, was chairman. In ac- 
epting the nomination Mr. Pattison 
iade a brief address, in which hs expresa. 
d his appreciation 
of the honor, and 


losed by saying : 


"It is not uiy purpoje at this time to 
iscuss the issues confronting the of our 
State.

A SKETCH OF THE CAREER OF THE DEM- 


OURATIC CANDIDATE FOR GOVERNOR. 


Robert E'nory Pattison was born in 


Quantico, Somerset county, Md., Decem- 
ber 8,18.50. His father was the late Rev. 
Dr. Bobert H. Pattison, well-known 
Methodist minister, who served a num- 
ber of charges in that State and even- 
tually moved to Philadelphia. 


YOUDB Puttieon graduated at aPhila 


delphia high school, and laler.'studied lavt 
in the office of Lewis C. Cassidy, after 
which he was admitted to the bitr and 
began practice of his profession. lie 
Brst entered politics in a small way in 
1S75, and in 1&77 was proposed to the 
Democratic State Convention for the 
place of Auditor-General, but failed o) 
n nomination. 


Soon afterward he was eleccted Con- 


troller of the city of Philadelphia. While 
in this cfline hi devised the method ot 
paying the city's warrants so as to keep 
tbem at par, and saved the city thou- 
sands of dollars. 


The prominent and popularity at- 


tained by Mr. Pdltison in Philadelphia 
.ed to his nomination tor Governor by 
the Democratic State Convention in 
June, 1S82, on the sixth ballot. The pres- 
ence of John Stewart, the Independent 
Republican 
candidate 
in 
the fleld' 


brought about Mr. P^ttison's election 
by a plurality of 40,202 votes over James 
A. Jieaver, the Quay Rupublican candi- 
date. 


Ilia flrst adminstration was a stormy

ukewarm support. On retiring trorn ihe 
governorship in January, 1887, Mr. Patti- 
son settled down in Philadelphia to the 
practice of law with the Hon. William S.

Iu 1837 be was appointed a member 


of the United States Pacific Railway 
Commission to investigate the questions 
at issue between the Government and 
tbe transcontinental railroads. He set v<:d 
on the this commission until 1S90. 


In July, 1890, Mr. Prittiaou became 


tbe Democratic candidate for Governor 
for tbe second time, and was again 
elected by 10 554 plurality over George 
W. Delamater, the Republican candi- 
date. Pattison's second term was even 
more stormy than bis first, as both 
branches of the Legislature were again 
opposed to him politically and he made 
use of his veto power with unusual fre- 
quency. 


In February, 1895, Mr. Paltiaon was 


made the Democratic; candidate for 
Mayor of Philadelphia, but waa defeated 
by Charles F. Warwick b> 61,319 plu- 
rality. 


Mr. Pattison married a daughter of 


Edwin A. Smith, of Philadelphia, and is 
devoted to his lamily.

traditions in religious matters and is a 
member of the Methodist church. In

RAISING MORE CATTLE. 


As a result of the high pricea ruling for 


beef, cattle raising has coneiderably in- 
creased 
throughout Pennaylvania and 


promises to attain its old-time importance, 
says the Philadelphia 'li.nes. 


A leading cattle dealer, a member of the 


Philadelphia Live Stock Aseociation, aaya 
that he fanners of Pennsylvania are realiz- 
ing that there ia money in cattle raising, 
and are turning largely to it. 


The farmers have been keeping track of 


the prevailing market prices. They are 
now Baking ,57 and $7.50 a hundred on the 
farm, aome of them even nolding off for 
much higher figures Lancaster county 
cattle ie now at its beui. On the hoot it 
is bringing $7.75 and $8.10 ;.- hundred, and 
the farmers are getting the boat of that 
price. 


These figures are from 81.50 to $2 higher 


than thoae of a yenr ago. It therefore does 
not take much reflection to convince per- 
sons that there is something in cattle rais- 
ing when pricea are eo high. 


The hay crop ia not very good, but corn 


ia promising. With a good corn crop 
there ia plenty of money in cattle for the 
farmer, and he realizes it, too. Next year, 
no doubt, will aee aa many cattle raised in 
Pennaylvania aa were ever raised.

POULTRY. 


A GOOD MONEY-MAKER ON THE FARM. 


This ia a business which is followed to 


a greater or less extent in almost every 
locality, the success of it depending upon 
the care and attention given it. We be- 
lieve that localities often times have 
something to do with the success of 
poultry raising, and soils may also have 
their influence in keeping the flocks 
healthful 
We have in mind now a 


farmer who owns a farm of 180 acres, 
which in owned by a middle aged man 
wHh wife and three or four children. 
They have a comfortable bouse and barn 
and all other needed buildings, including 
two good hen houaes. They have this 
farm divided so that there is a strip of 
twenty acres of timber just west of the 
barn. Through tnia tbere is running a 
good sized ravine. On one-half of this 
tract of twenty acres there are build- 
ings,gardens,oreImrclaand truck patcues, 
and alongside of them are ten acres of 
clover and timothy for pasture. The 
poultry has had the run of all of the 
tract. Trie rest of the farm is kept in 
outs, cor-j, timothy, cow peas, with » 
few acres of rye. About 300 hens, with 
turkeys, R»je68 and other fowls, are kept 
on this pisce, but the greater part of the 
income ia derived from the sale of eggs 
and chickens. 


Now let us see what the income of this 


family is Irom their chickens alone. Oi 
course there is no account kept of every 
dollar's worth of eggs and poultry sold. 
During the last year, that is, from May 
1, 1901, to May 1, 1902. 1,100 dozen of 
egga were sold, at an average price of M-! 
cents per dozsu, making a total income 
$159.50. Several dollars' worth of hens 
and roosters were sold in additiou, be- 
sides quite a number of other poultry. 
All of ilie groceries needed for the 
household were bought with the poultry, 
as well as the greater part of the cloth- 
ing, 
boots and snout; for the whole fam- 


ily. 
From this showing It is plain that

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TO TELL AGE OF A HORSE.

After the eighth 
year the horse has no more new teeth, 
so that the tooth method is useless for 
telliiig the age of a horse which is more 
than eight years old. As soou as a set 
of teeth is complete, however, a wrinkle 
begins to appear on the upper edge of 
the lower eyelid, and a new wrinkle ap- 
ueaia each year, so that to get at the age 
of a horse over eight years old you must 
figure the teeth plus the wrinkles."
